Eczema Is an Annoying 
Digease Which Must Run 
Its “Course—Often Cou- 


pled With Asthma 


URING the winter months 
many inquiries came in con- 


© eerning the various forms of cc- 


gema or tetter, especially on the 
hands. There are so many varie- 

, ties and such 
different 
m an isfesta- 
tions of the 
condition 
that it is im- 
possible to 
give any more 
than a gen- 
eral outline 
of the disease. 

The many 
stages and 
varying eX- 
tent of this 
trouble are 
numerous 
: and the 
methods of treatment are most 
erratic. I always say that there 
are as many kinds of treatment 
as there are numbers of cases 
Some forms of the disease are 
frequently referred to as a ‘‘tet- 
ter.” In some localities the moist 
form is called tetter. in other 
lotalities the dry form is. 

When ~atients ask if their dis-' 
ease is tetter or eczema, I an-

swer, “both,” because I know no -; 
‘distinction. The most prominent 


and annoying; indications of ec- 
zema are itching and burning. 
These are severe, and are the 
cause of many of the more seri- 
ous aspects of the disease, due to 
rubbing and scratching. There 
are many manifestations and 
forms of eczema, but the prime 
characteristic of all is the itching, 
burning disfress. It appears most 
cominonly on the hands and face 
or other surfaces exposed to irri- 
tation. 


* * 


[ IS essentially a disease of the 
outer skin and no matter how 
severe it becomes, unless infe. 
tion is produced by rubbing ana 
scratching, it heals without scar- 
ring. There may be some rough 
thickened skin left after recovery, 
but no scarring. ; 


It begins as irregular scattered 
red pimples, which may dry up 
and end with a little scaling. 
More frequently, the little, pim- 
ples become inflamed, changing 
to little blisters, which may can- 
tain a clear fluid. This gradually 
hecomes milky and sometimes 


urulent. Rubbing and scratch- , 


hg open these blisters and the 
fluid runs out,.drying up either 
as dJight colored crusts and scales, 
or turning brown or black die to 
oozing of blood from cracks and 
scratches. 

In other cases, the pimples are 
not seen, but the skin becomes 
red and swollen and tense and 
little elevations can be felt. These 
finally form blisters which rup- 
ture and exude a thin or thick 
fluid and this in turn drys up, 
causing thick crusts and some 
cracks and fissures. 

As a result of these various de- 
grees of inflammation on _ the, 
skin and the amount and char- 


vacter of the discharges and des- 


quamation, we see great differ- 
cnces in the appearance of the 
cases. Consequently we have a 
great variety of names and de- 
scriptions of the disease.

F, AFTER numerous attacks, 

“the disease becomes chronic, 
we find many other aspects and 
conditions. Eczema is most com- 
mon on the hands, arms, and ex- 
posed “surfaces, but many cases 
have some internal cause that 
excites them. 

There is a persistent associa- 
tion with asthma. Many asthma- 
tics break out with eczema when 
their aschma is better; then as 
the eczema improves the asthma 
reappears, which means some al- 
lergic or toxic condition is in the 
system. 3 

Intestinal toxaemia is a fre- 
quent exciting ‘cause. Various 
evticles of diet seem to influence 
some patients and some acute in- 
fectious diseases are followed at 
lir es by eczema, 


It is difficult to .outline any 
line of treatment that will suit 
sueh differing demonstrations. 
Each case must be observed and 
studied, and treated on its own 


_ merits and in an individual man- 


ner. Soap and water are usually 
banned in eczema, because it re- 
moves the natural oil and leaves 
‘@ @ry skin and not because the 
goap and water do any harm. 
Maauy foimns of ointments are 
ted for the itching, such as two 
per cent, carbolic acid and sali- 
cylie acid solutions in water.

Rosoff, Subway Builder, Real Example of the 
Immigrant Who Found America to Be Golden 


N THESE days when the-man- 
on-the-street laments his dif- 
ficulties it is refreshing to con- 
sider the career of Samuel Rufus 


Rosoff, subway builder and con- 
tractor, who recently bought up 
the world-famous Hudson River 
Night Line. If a novelist ever 
wrote a story of Rosoff’s life his 
book would be labeled by critics 
as too fantastic, but facts are 
facts, and Rosoff is Rosoff. 

He was originally a Russian 
immigrant lad, who at the age of 
nine was peddling papers and 
sleeping on the gratings of the 
old Pulitzer Building in New 
York. At first his stepping stones 
to success were not exciting. He 
became a candy butcher on 
trains of the West Shore Rail- 
road, but did not remain. at it 
long, for ambition began to flame 
in, his bosom. : 

He dashed up to the Adiron- 
dacks, grabbed an axe, -and. be- 
fan as a lumber-jack. This may 
have been the inspiration for his 
subsequent ventures into: cuon- 
tracting. He salvaged the steamer 
Bavaria in the St. Lawrence 
River and made some real money, 
This started him off in earnest. 


Although things went bad for a 
while, he made a comeback with

N. J., and then began to bid for 
New York City jobs. 

First he contracted for Man- 
hattan’s ash removal, and then 
came @ succession of mammoth 
propositions. He took a large part 
in the building of the Cape Cod 
Canal, ran several lines of buses 
in New York, opened a brewery, 
and won that city’s, $30,000,000 
contract for the disging of the 
new municipal Subway lines.

[FF YOU observe Lent one of you? 

problems is to think of new 
ways of preparing the comm=-n 
Lenten foods so they will not be- 
come monotonous. You face a 
similar problem if your food bud- 
get is reduced and.you must use 
the Cheaper .cuts .of meat and. 
meat substitutes, 

One of the possibilities is the 
use of wines as a means of giving 
rew and distinctive flavor to your 
usual r/cipes. The serving of 
wine-flavored food, however in- 
expensive, adds a luxurious touch 
to your menus. The best part of 
it is that the small portions of 
wine left in the bottom: of the 
bottle cre usually enough to fla- 
vor a dish that might otherwise 
prove uninteresting. 

Here are several recipes that 
are deli: ious and inexpensive. 

Boiled Ham 


Soak a small ham, half ham or 
smoked shoulder overnight. Put 
into a deep kettle and cover with 
cold water. Heat and remove the 
scum that rises to the surface. 
Simr‘er slowly, allowirig about 
twenty-five minutes to & pound.) 
A half hour beiore the boiling is 
finished, pour off most of the 
broth and add half. a-hottle of 
white wine. Cover and finish 
cooking. Use the juice that re- 
mains for a sauce that would win 
-praise from a famous chef. Saute 
an onion in butter until brown, 
add about one tablespoon: fibur 
and the liquid in which ‘the ham 
was boiled. Cook for ten minutes 
and remove the onion, then add 
several thinly sliced mushrooms, 
Cook for ten minutes longer, then 
season with cayenne pepper. 
Serve the thinly sliced boiled 
tham with cooked spinach and 
pass the sauce separately. 


Crabmeat a la King 


Combine one pound fresh or 
canned crab flakés, one shredded 
green pepper, three-fourths cup 
mushrooms, shredded, one cup 
cream and one teaspoon salt. 
Simmer for ten minutes. Beat the 
yolks of three eggs until light, 
add one-fourth cup sherry wine, 
one teaspoon paprika and one- 
eighth teaspoon nutmeg. Stir into 
the crab flakes and continue to 
cook over low heat until thick- 
ened. Serve immediately on but- 
tered toast. 

Cheese Souffle 

Melt three tablespoons Lutter, 
stir in three tablespoons flour, 
one-fourth teaspoon dry mustard 
snd one teaspoon onion juice. 
Gradually add three-foyrths cup 
milk, thea stir in three table- 
spoons sherry wine. Add one cup 
erated cheese, one-half cup soft 
bread crumbs, one teaspoon bak- 
ing powder, salt and a few grains 
of Cayenne. Separate three eggs 
and beat the whites until stiff 
ond the yolks until lemcn colored.
